Singapore, Jan. 27 CAP)—Fiercely 


attacking Japanese troops pressed 
closer to vital Singagwre on the en- 
tire Malayan front today, bombed 
the great island bastion and landed 
reinforcements above the eastern 
anchor line of British defenses. 


The invaders were within 48 miles 


of this stronghold on the west, where 
the British said "fighting is taking 
place about Senggarang." This was 
a furtner penetration of 12 miles 
from Batu Pahai, whose fall was 
acknowledged yesterday.

Washington, Jan. 27 (AP)—Two 


American pursuit planes shot down 
two Japanese dive bombers and dis- 
abled a third -in the Philippine 
islands in the last 24 hours. 


In a epnunuriique telling of this

Douglas MacArthur also reported 
that two of his motor torpedo boats 
engaged a formation of enemy dive 
bombers, hitting three of them 
which when last seen by the Amer- 
icans were smoking and losing alti- 
tude rapidly.

on reports received here up to 9:30 
a.m.: 


"L Philippine theater: 
"There was practically no 


ground fighting on the Batan 
peninsula during: the past 24 
hours. 


"Two of General MacArthur's 


O-40 airplanes engaged in a 
thrilling encounter with three 
Japanese dive bombers. Two of 
the enemy planes were shot 
down and the third disabled. 
Neither of our planes was in- 
jured. 


"General MacArthur also re- 


ported an unusual combat which 
occurred two days ago between 
two of his motor torpedo boats 
and a formation of enemy dive 
bombers. 
Whe,n the officers 


commanding the torpedo boats 
observed two waves of enemy 
bombers approaching they might 
easily have sought cover. In- 
stead, they increased their speed, 
placing themselves directly in 
th*> line of flight of the second 
wave, and engaged the planes. 
The fire from the boats dispersed 
the hostile aircraft 
Three 


enemy planes were hit and when 
last observed were smoking and 
losing altitude rapidly. Officers 
and men of these boats were 
ciled by General MacArthur for 
gallantry.

Bidding for a show of British 


unanimity, the Prime Minister told 
the House that when Rudolf Hess, 
No. 2 deputy of Adolf Hitler, "flew 
over here some months ago he firmly 
believed he had only to gain access 
to certain circles in this country for 
what he described as the Churchill 
clique to be thrown out of power 
and for a government to be set up 
with which Hitler could negotiate 
a magnanimous peace." 


"That may seem silly to us but 


it is mischievous abroad and I am 
sure the House would wish to make 
its position clear," the Prime Min- 
ister went on. 


"Since I have been back in this 


country I have had inquiries from 
a dozen governments based on enemy 
propaganda turning upon the point 
as to whether the government is to 
be dismissed from power or not." 


Faced Heavy Odds 


Churchill disclosed that Britain 


had "never had more than 45,000 
men against an enemy more than 
double that strength" during the 
battle of Libya. 


The battle of Libya would have 


been lost Nov. 24, he said, had not 
General Sir Claude J. E. Auchin- 
leck, commander of the British 
middle eastern forces, "intervened 
himself, changed command and 
ordered the ruthless pressure of at- 
tack to be maintained without re- 
gard to risks or consequences." 


"Cirenaica has been regained 


—it still has to be held." 
He declined to predict the outcome 


of the Libyan battle but he declared 
that "after two and a half years of 
w»r have only just managed to keep 
our heads above water . . . We are 
beginning to see our way through 
and it looked more than ever before 
that we are going to win.'' 


Red Achievements 


Churchill dwelt at length on the 


achievements of Soviet Russia and 
told the house that "we have sent 
Stalin exactly what he asked for." 


Nevertheless, 
he acknowledged 


ruefully that bad weather had 
taused-^a small lag^ and promised 
it would be made up "by the early 
days of February. 


Never since "we were deserted by 


the Bordeaux-Vichy government and 
were set upon by Italy," said 
Churchill, has thc situation in the 
Nile valley, both west and east, been 
as favorable.

margin have the British so far suc- 
ceeded in beating Rommel in Ciren- 
aica. 


Telling thc bouse that every tank 


and every aircraft squadron was 
needed in Libya. Churchill declared 
it would "sec by what a small margin 
and by what strokes of fortune we 
so far have survived."

Referring to the demands on him 


last summer and fall for a con- 
tinental invasion by the British. 
Churchill commented that "all the 
troubles in the far east and middle 
east might have been sunk into 
insignificance compared with an- 
other and far worse Dunkcrque" had 
he yielded.

Churchill warned that Japanese 
naval supremacy would last "long 
enough for Japan to inflict many 
heavy and painful tosses on all the 
United Nations with estab!ishme>its 
and possessions in thc far cast.

INCOME OF FARMERS 


Farmers, which include livestock 


-aisers, fruit and truck, growers, 
poultry raisers, and operators of 
plantations and ranches, are liable 
for federal income-tax returns pro- 
vided their income is sufficient to re- 
quire the filing of returns. Pri- 
marily, due to the reduction in the 
credit for personal exemption, many 
farmers will be liable for returns 
and to the tax for the first time for 
the year 1941. 


Farmers may maintain their rec- 


ords and file their returns of in- 
come on either the cash receipts and 
disbursements basis or on the ac- 
crual basis of accounting. A con- 
sistent method must, however, be 
employed. If a cash basis is used, 
Form 1040F, "Schedule of Farm In- 
come and Expenses," is required to 
be filled out and filed in conjunction 
with Form 1040. Use of Form 1040F
